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the San Juan river, and, having 
its blockade to the authorities at Greytown, has re- 
fused to allow boat* or other Nicaraj;uan craft to 
pass up or dowa. The same officer, who, says the 
New York Time*, is no other than Col. Canty, who 
retired in the Walker war, has also »*en directed 
to demand of the commandant of San Carlos the cus- 
tody of that fort, and, in case of refusal, to enforce 

The pretext for this high-han.led step is the im- 
minence of Walkers contemplated invasion of Nic- 
aragua, which, it is assumed, nothing but the arms 
of Cona Rica can successfully repel. As, however, 
this assumption, modest as it may be thought by 
OtaP4cu, is utterly inconsistent with the honor 
*»nd independence of Nicaragua, we may safely t«ke 

for granted that the new President of that State, 
General Martinez, who is represented as a man of 
remarkable ►.pirit. will promptly ami vigorously re- 
sent it. Undoubtedly the act of Costa Rica is 
wholly unwarrantable, a piece of coarse and arrogant 
usurpation, to which Nicaragua cannot submit w ith- 
out the loss of all shadow of pretension to freedom. 
She must resist it. or sink at once into disgrace and 
ruin. And yet, if the new government of Nicara- 
gua repels this encroachment of Costa Rica with 
becoming spirit, aleout the time it is fairly grappled 
with its external foe, it will find a formidable inter- 
nal foe at its back, in the person of Walker, who, 
returned from his travels, will be only too eager to 
step in and improve so fine au opportunity for recov- 
ering his lost Executive dignities. So that poor 
Nicaragua is in a very perplexing dilemma, from 
which it is not easy to perceive any tohrable escape. 
We rather think she w ill have to be impaled. 

It is by no means plain, however, that Walker's 
restoration to power in Nicaragua would prove a 
calamity. We hardly think that this horn of the 
dilemma would pierce any very vital part of the 
State. Yet, admonished by the cloud still hanging 
over the past, we would not be too sanguine.

Montmksi ai. Siati e of Clay.— We see by the 
New Orleans papers that the contract for the statue 
to be erected in that city to the memory of the illus- 
trious Henry Clay has been signed, and that the 
work will be commerced forthwith. The fculptor is 
Mr. Joel T. Hart, who wUl l>e assisted in casting the 
statue by Mons. Miller, of Munich, who is reported 
to be the most eminent caster in Europe. The artist 
is now in this country. He undertakes, to the best 
of his ability, a bronze statue, twelve feet six 
inchel high, in conformity with a design of his own 
that has l*en approved by the association, and to de- 
liver it to the committee in New Orleans, and super- 
intend its erection on or before the 1st day of Janu- 
ary, 18G0. He also contracts to make a design and 
working drawings for the pedestal. The Monument 
Association agree to pay the artist for this work the 
sum of $U,000-$6,000 on the completion of the 
model aud its readiness to be cast in bronze, and the 
remaining 88,000 on the delivery of the statue to 
the committee. A letter from the artist gives a 
hope that the statue will be ready for inauguration 
on the 12th of April, 1859. 

Hi \< ' MOTSa — Max Kili.ki». — On Monday even- 
ing a rencounter occurred on board the steamer Kate 
Frisbee, at Memphis, between Major Thomas Mull 
and W. R. Hunt, in which the former gentleman lost 
his life, having been shot through the heart with a 
pistol in the hands of the latter. Major Mull fired 
two or three times before Hunt shot him, one of the 
balls from his pistol passing through Hunt's clothes 
and grazing his skin. Mull expired in a few mo- 
ments after receiving the shot, and Hunt gave him- 
self up to the officers of the law. Both of the par- 
ties to this unfortunate affair are highly respectable. 
Maj. Mull funnerly resided in Marshall county, Mis- 
sissippi, and several times represented that county 
in the State Legislature. He had receutly removed 
with his family to Memphis. Mr. Hunt is a gentle- 
man of large means and resides at Memphis. Some 
half dozen shots were fired during the affray. Dr. 
Peyton, of Memphis, received a painfal wound in 
the hand from a <tray bull, fired by one of the par- 
ties. 

Whiki.wixd in Tunica Coustv, Miss. — On 
Monday evening a tornado visited the Mississippi 
shore, taking in range the dwelling of J. and E. O'- 
Neal, in Tunica ceunty, literally demolishing the 
same, together with the kitchen, smoke-house, and 
about one- half of the negro cabins on the premises. 
In the dwelling there were about twenty-five per- 
sons, including some movers, and all were more or 
less bruised. On searching about one room, the 
mangled body of Mrs. Z. A. O'Neal, wife of Emer- 
son O'Neal, was discovered. The wind also visited 
the plantation of Major A. Miller, destroying sev- 
eral out-buildings and wounding seriously three ne- 
groes. Mrs. Powell, the mother of Mrs. O'Neal, 
was seriously injured, and her recovery was exceed- 
ingly doubtful^

Hood, of Greene county, and escaped about 10 years 
ago. During that time hs has been residing at 
Cincinnati, and has been instrumental in assisting 
many slaves to escape. He had accumulated some 
81,000 worth of property in Cincinnati. Mr. Thos. 
W. Robinson, of Greene, undertook to capture him. 
He went to Covington, accompanied by a free ne- 
gro, who decoyed Ben across to Kentucky after 
night. On coming ashore Ben was intercepted by 
Mr. Robinson, and loth drew their pistols and 
knives. Some of Mr. R. s friends then came up, 
when the negro plunged into the river. He was 
finally knocked senseless by a stone t! rown at him, 
and sunk in four feet of water; but by great exer- 
tions was hauled out and soon revived. He is now 
in jail at Campbellsville. 



Damage in Canada bv the Late Rains.— 
The Montreal Commercial Advertiser says that tie 
amount of damage done by the recent freshet in the 
townships bordering upon the State of New York, 
between the St. Lawrence and Lake Champlain, is 
enormous. Nearly a hundred bridges have been 
swept away or seriously damaged; much injury has 
been done to mills and dams, and large quantities of 
produce destroyed in barns and stocks. The water 
in the Chateauguey, Trout, and other riven rising 
in the New York mountains rose to a height never 
before witnessed, and overflowing their banks sub- 
merging miles of the flat country. Cattle were 
drowned in the stables, houses were flooded to the 
depth of several feet, the inha'.itants being driven 
to the upper stories, and all communication was cut 
off for several days. 

Tin: Fire at Watekfokd, N. Y.— The fire at 
Waterford, Otsego county, N. Y., which destroyed 
the extensive flouring mills of Morse, Eddy, & Co., 
together with the store-hou?e attached, and in con- 
tents, on Wednesday, the 11th inst., is supposed to 
have originated from the friction of the machinery. 
Ten thousand bushels of wheat and four hundred 
barrels of flour were in the store-house. Loss $35,- 
000: insured $10,000 on the stock and .*9,000 on the 
building. 

Diseased Hogs — We have been told that some 
of the distillers in the interior, whose hogs have 
died of cholera, have sold the carcasses to parties in 
Cincinnati for $2 each, who arc rendaring them into 
lard!

A celebrated sctp'ical philosopher of the li.t c*»- 
tury — the historian Hume— tnought to deinoliah the 
credibility of the Christian R-v elation, by the con- 
cise argument, "It is contrary to experience that a 
miracle should lie true, bat not contrary to experi- 
ence that testimony should be filse." The last part 
of the proportion, especially in a free country, on 
the eve of a popular election, is, unhappily, ton well 
founded; but in whit book-worm's dusty cell, ta- 
pestried with the cobwebs of agea, where the light 

of real life and nature never forced its way in 

what pedant's school, where deaf ears listen to dumb 
lip, and blind followers are led by blind gnidec — 
did he learn that it is contrary to experience that a 
miracle should be true? Most certainly he never 
learned it from sower or reaper — from dumb animal 
or rational man connected with husbandry — Poor 
Red-Jacket off here on Buffalo Creek, if he could 
have comprehended the terms of the proposition, 
would have treated it with scorn. Contrary to ex- 
perience that phenomena should exist which we can- 
not trace to cause perceptible to the human sense, 
or conceivable by human thought! It would be 
much nearer the truth to say that within the hus- 
bandman's experience there are no phenomena 
which can be rationally traced to anything but the 
instant energy of creative power. 

Did this philosopher ever contemplate the land- 
scape at the cl^se of the year, when seeds and graine 
and fruits have ripened, and stalks have withered 
and leaves have fallen, and winter has forced her 
icy curb even into the roaring jaws of Niagara, and

a baker, sug^etted that loaves fhould l>e male of! 
one, two, ai d fcur pcucds weight, and that six rolls 
should go !o uie pound. If flour were $G per barrel, 
one pout.d loavta would be worth 3 centa each. 
Bread should be brsnded with the maker's name 
and with a figure indicating the v eight of it. If a 
system of weight* were established, the baker who 
made the best bread and s«,ld it cheapest would fa- 
cure the most patrouage. The c»mmittee finally de- 
cided to report an ordinance requiring bakeri to 
make ilieir bread of one, two, and four pounds 
weight, and to rtsmp the same with the initials of 
the m ker s name, and figures representing the 
weight. Als >. directing the city inspector, or hi* 
subordinate*, to seiae all bread not conforming with 
the requirements of tho law, and confiscate it fcr the 
um of the almshouse dt part merit. The dishonest 
baker ia also to be lined. 

The city council of Washington have also made a 
bill regulating the weight and quality of bread. 
This bill requires bread to I* scld by weight, each 
loaf to wehjh not leas than sixteen nor more than 
eighteen ounces, th e sales in all cases to be reckoned 
in United States curreccy. Bread must be made of 
the be*t quality of pure white flour, free from all 
adulterating Ingredients. The clerks of the market 
and police officers v ill l»e required to send bread for- 
feited under this act to the alms-house. The fines 
are set down at not less than live nor more than ten 
dollars. 



COXVEXTIOS OF TUK DISCHARGED RAILROAD 

Rlxnkks at l.NDiAXAFOLis. — The railroads having, 
in accordance with the resolution of the Cleveland 
convention, discharged all rnnrers, the discharged 
runners of all roads tent . ring at Indianapolis held 
a convention iu that city on Tuesday last, and re- 
solved on an attempt to break down the combination 
formed at Cleveland. For this purpose, they de- 
termined to unite upon certain routes and solicit 
passengers and freight for them. They resolved to 
use their influence for the Bellefontaine and New 
York Central route to Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburg, &c., for the Lawrence! iurg route 
for Cincinnati, Lexington, Baltimore, Washington, 
and all south-eastern points; and for the Terra- 
llaute & Indianapolis, and the Terre-Haute. Alton, 
4c St. Louis roads for St. Louis, Alton, and all points 
in Central and Southern Illinois, and all towns on 
the Mississippi as far North as Galena. 

All lines other than those for which they work are 
ignored by them, and while they are not required to 
tell all the truth about all roads to those seeking in- 
formation of them, it is understood that they are

The Hcxoeu Meeting in Vbw Yokk — The 
Time?, of Thursday, says: 

The convention of the unemployed, which assem- 
bled in Tompkins Square yesterday, amounted to 
about two thousand persons. There was little done, 
but much more excitement than heretofore, and a 
sprinkling of amusement to beguile the multitude 
whi'e w aiting the tardy movements of the committee. 
A large delegation of the '"Lively Lazarus Associa- 
tion' \vas on hand from an early hour; they seized 
several baskets of bread; chased a baker's" wagon; 
pressed into rbeir service a band of wandering mu- 
sicians, compelling them to furnish music gratis, and 
then ran them off the ground; several obnoxious 
Germans were hustled about anil obliged to leave on 
short notice; some speeches were made, aud a visit 
and a speech from Deputy-Superintendent Carpen- 
ter wound up the dav's proceedisgs. 

At 11 o'clock A. M. the I'nited States troops and 
marines evacuated the custom-house basement, 
where they had been held under orders the niijbt 
previous. The order of evacuation was (riTM after 
a consultation of the Collector, Naval Officer, Sur- 
veyor, and Marshal Rynders upon the subject. The 
troops are where they can be summoned to a similar 
duty again on emergency. 

In the Park the excitement was much diminished. 
Indeed, tue ''Umbrella Guard," which passed 
through at 10 o'clock, and the display of an Engine 
Company, with the labors of a photographer, in the 
endeavor to confer immortality '»n them and their 
engine, were the chief events "worthy 'of notice. A 
committee of the working-men conferred with the 
Mayor, and were told to Keep ouiet till work could 
be found for them. They professed to be satisfied 
with the Mayor's promise that something should be 
done. The numbers in the Park yesterday w ere 
quite small.

TAKE CARE OF THE POOR. 
Messrs. Editobs: A stranger in the citv, I 
naturally hesitate to put forward an opinion or to 
give advice with regard to the aid which vou pr> 
pose shall be given to the poor. Let charity be mv 
excuse. 

There mu-t be many in this city who will suffer 
the extreme* of poverty whatever action is taken to 
find work for t'.e majority, and for those I make mv 
appeal. 

A city n.iisionary or a poor committee are indeed 
useful at all times, aud in every city, but at the 
present time a wider plan of relief is necessary. The 
plan I would propose is this, and that it is "an ex- 
pedient or.e, the success it has met with in Boston 
and other eastern cities gives ample proof: 

In every ward in the city let a committee be ap- 
pointed to seek oat those in their ward who need as- 
sistance or work, and to supply them with the food 
and clothii;; necessary, which the inhabitants of 
that ward shall furnish at specified places. From 
every w ard, also, let another committee be chosen to 
visit those Mitt of the city where the poorer classes 
dwell, and let tho«e portions of the city be so divid- 
ed that the committee from each ward shall have 
the charge of a small and clearly defined section. 

The advantiges of this system are very apparent. 
If the committee do their duty none can esca|*: their 
eyes, and those who are able but unwilling to work 
will be forced to help themselves and imposition 
will be impossible. This system, t>o, brings the 
poor nearer to everv one, and awakens sympithy 
and charity iu the hearts of those who, under the 
ordinary methods of aiding the p^or, are ignorant 
that suffering exists. 

Work is, of course, the first thing to be wished 
for, bnt while we seek <r./ri- for the poor, let us not 
to starve in the meantime.
